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PREFACE 


/Astrology itself is a combination of two sciences: Astron¬ 
omy and Correspondences. These two are related to each 
other as hand and glove. The former deals with Suns, Moons, 
Planets, and Stars, and strictly confines its researches to a 
knowledge of their size, distance, and motion. The latter 
deals with the spiritual and physical influences of the same 
bodies—first upon each other, then upon the earth, and, 
lastly, upon the organism of man. Astronomy is the external 
lifeless glove; Astrology the living hand within. 

It was from the mystical land of Chaldea that the Egyp¬ 
tians derived their knowledge of Astronomy and Astrology. 
This knowledge was, fortunately, transplanted to fertile soil 
and flourished for untold ages under the fostering care of a 
mighty" priesthood and colossal sacerdotalism. 

From the fertile valley of the Nile, long ages before Abra¬ 
ham and his herdsmen wandered over the desert of Arabia, 
this sublime science of the starry heavens, with its priestly 
devotees, was carried by tidal emigrations over the Caucasus, 
across the arid steppes of Asia, through the wild mountain 
passes of Afghanistan and Tibet, to the burning plains of 
Hindustan, and thence spread by India’s dusky sons among 
the Mongol and Tartar races of the still more remote East. 

From the magical schools of lost Atlantis the sacred stream 
of learning flowed toward the rising sun into the regions of 
Central Africa, and from there to the coast, up the Persian 
Gulf to Chaldea. Then from the banks of the sacred Eu¬ 
phrates and the plains of Shinar the stream flowed backward 
(as though weary and seeking rest) toward its native home in 
the Western seas. It was detained upon its journey and 
found a temporary resting place in the wondrous valley of 
the Nile; but after changing its personal appearance some¬ 
what and adopting the dress of its gifted patrons, it was

again projected onward by the restless impulse of Egyptian 
enterprise, along the shores of the Mediterranean and Black 
Seas to the Caucasus, and thence eastward, as before men¬ 
tioned, to the dreamy skies of India. 

When we come to think of the imposing vastness and in¬ 
conceivable beauty of the glittering worlds which stud, like 
jewels, the dark canopy of our midnight skies, we must admit 
that the contemplation of the shining heavens with its myr¬ 
iad galaxies of starry systems and stretches of fathomless 
space, forms a sublime area of luminous study. There, alone, 
can we see something of the unbounded unity of the universe. 
But to the Occult student of Uranisi’s blazing firmament, the 
shining constellations, with their cabalistic names and weird 
mythological histories, the glittering suns of these far-off 
astral systems, and the shining planets which belong to the 
same solar family as ourselves possess a deeper interest. 
Everything around us, save it. is in a state of transition. Be¬ 
sides the fleeting changes which the return of the seasons 
brings, the landscape around us changes its aspect every year. 
In fact, all around us is change. 

But the gorgeous creations in the sky are still there: un- 
dimmed in brightness, unchanged in grandeur, performing, 
with unflagging pace and unvarying precision, their daily, 
annual and mighty cyclic rounds. 

Upon the same heavens, just as we see them now, be¬ 
spangled with the same planets and with the same familiar 
stars, gazed the first parents of our race when they began 
and ended their pilgrimage upon this mundane sphere. The 
same constellations, Arcturus, Orion, and the Pleiades, sang 
together with the morning stars when the fiery foundations 
of our earth were laid, and they rolled in the fabled darkness 
over Calvary when the gentle Nazarene was slain. They are 
truly the only objects which all nations have witnessed, and 
all people admired. They are truly the only objects in the 
universe which have so far remained unpolluted by the finger 
of man. They presided at the Horoscope of our birth; they 
will sing the funeral requiem when we die and cast their 
pale radiance over the cold, silent tombs beneath which we 
are ultimately destined to repose. 

Before the aspirant can become an Astrologer he must 
make himself familiar with the general principles of Astron¬ 
omy, and learn how to trace the external symbols of physical 
life, which are the phenomenal results, back into the stellar 
worlds of cause. 
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One must not expect the revelation of some divine, mys¬ 
terious secret that will instantly convey the power of reading 
the past, realizing the influence of the present, and foreseeing 
the momentous events within the sphere of the future. On 
the contrary, one must expect nothing but a clear and concise 
statement of nature’s immutable laws, which require both 
study and application to master. The principles involved and 
the ultimates evolved as the natural outcome of cause and 
effect can only be mastered and understood by devoting 
time and unprejudiced thought: first in learning the theory, 
and then in reducing that theory to practice. 

Astrology does not imply fatality. On the contrary, prob¬ 
ably two-thirds of man’s so-called misfortunes are the result 
of his ignorance. Man, when ignorant of the laws of nature 
which control his existence and destiny, is somewhat like a 
lifeless log floating with the stream. It may be that the various 
currents of the river will carry him safely to the river’s 
mouth, and launch him uninjured upon the great Ocean of 
Eternity. But it is far more likely that the winding course of 
the river of life will land him into a mud bank of trouble 
where he may stick fast for the remainder of his days; or, 
liberated by some stronger current, may again take his 
chances, either on future safety or on floating into some 
whirlpool of destruction. 

When man understands the laws of his being, he is then 
safe on board a strong boat. He sees the whirlpools and mud 
banks of life ahead, and skillfully, by the use of his steering 
apparatus (the will), avoids collision. But it often happens 
that with all his knowledge and skill he cannot successfully 
battle against the mighty currents that oppose his way, simply 
because there are, in these days, too many lifeless logs of 
human lumber that are constantly throwing themselves with 
the swell of the current across his path. It must be at once 
apparent how infinitely superior the one is to the other, and 
how enormous the chances of success are upon the side of 
the one who has attained this wisdom—who, by study, knows 
himself. 

“The heavenly bodies urge, predispose and influence to a 
great extent, but they do not compel.” When we are ignorant 
of their power, we decide our actions to the best of our 
worldly knowledge, and we think we have free will in the 
matter. If we could only see the influences at work mold¬ 
ing our actions, we would realize that we are obeying the 
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stellar powers with slave-like servility—not always wisely, 
but blindly and too well. 

Under such a state of bondage the planetsiry influence 
would, indeed, be fatality. Knowledge alone is the great lib¬ 
erator of human suffering and social inharmony. Our self- 
control increases exactly in proportion to the extent of our 
knowledge. “It is the Wise Man who rules his stars, and the 
fool who blindly obeys them.” Consequently, this Chaldean 
science of the stars, in order to be practically utilized, must 
be thoroughly realized; but when realized it will repay a hun¬ 
dredfold for the time and labor bestowed. It will give the 
student a tangible foundation whereon he may safely stand 
amid the wild and conflicting opinions of unbalanced mystics. 
In it he will find the key to the sacred sanctuary where¬ 
with he may eventually unlock the doors of the temple and 
penetrate the mystic veil of Isis, there to behold the lovely 
form of the Goddess and to read the glowing verities of 
nature inscribed upon the imperishable scrolls of time and, 
if he have the will to seek further and deeper, the truths of 
eternity itself. 

Astrology, in its purity, though forming a system of divi¬ 
nation, is totally unconnected with either fortunetelling or 
sensitive, irresponsible mediumship. It is a divine science of 
Correspondences, in the study and application of which the 
intellect and intuition become blended in a natural, harmoni¬ 
ous manner. They commence to vibrate in unison. When this 
union becomes complete, the ignorant man becomes the 
prophetic sage. 

The Chaldean sages, when constructing their mighty sys¬ 
tem of sidereal Astrology, held to one idea throughout the 
whole of their philosophy. In order to penetrate; the mys¬ 
teries of God, they first sought out the mysteries of man, and 
then formulated a complete science of Correspondences. The 
human organism, so complex in its wonderful mechanism and 
so beautifully harmonious in all its parts, became their ar¬ 
chitectural design upon which they constructed the Grand 
Man of the Starry Heavens. The twelve Signs of the celestial 
Zodiac were divided into sactions of the human frame, so 
that the entire Zodiacal belt was symbolized as a man bent 
round in the form of a circle, the soles of the feet placed 
against the back of the head. Each of the twelve Signs con¬ 
tains 30 degrees of space, the whole making 360° of a circle. 
The numbe r 360, therefore, is the symbol of completion. 
When the 3 and 6 are added together they make 9, which is 
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the highest unit we possess, and as such is held to be the 
sacred number of Deity. It is a triune trinity—3 times 3. 

The mystical symbolism relating to the twelve Signs of the 
Zodiac and the human organism hold an important position 
in our system. In this connection, they form the body of the 
musical instrument, as it were, while the Sun, Moon and 
Planets constitute the strings. Our bodies then, when astro- 
logically considered, are merely sounding boards for the 
celestial notes, struck by the starry musicians during the per¬ 
formance of their celestial opera. It will be noticed that the 
Sun and Moon, through mediumship of their Signs, Leo and 
Cancer, govern the two principal organs: the heart and stom¬ 
ach. When these are in harmony within the body the whole 
system is healthy. 

More depends upon the position, aspect, and power of the 
Sun and Moon at birth than upon all the planets of our solar 
system combined. For this reason, the Sun and Moon are, to 
us the transmitters of the stellar forces. They act in the 
capacity of astral mediums and cast their gathered or re¬ 
flected potencies into our magnetic atmosphere, harmoni¬ 
ously or discordantly, according to how they are aspected by 
the malefic or benefic rays of the major planets. 

Man has five positive points of projection and four positive 
centers of energy, thus making up the mystical nine, symbol 
of Deity. The head, hands, and feet are the five points of 
projection from which streams of vital force are constantly 
radiating. These are symbolized by the five-pointed star. 

The positive centers of energy within the odylic sphere are 
the brain, the spleen, the heart, and the generative organs, 
while the great center of reception is the solar plexus. 

When trouble or anxiety of mind crosses our path the first 
place we feel its influence is that part of the body called the 
pit of the stomach. This sensitive region is within the solar 
plexus. How many times do forebodings of coming trouble 
impress themselves upon this delicate center? As a rule, when 
we are in trouble we have no appetite. This calls forth in- 
harmony in the various secretions of the body. Mental and 
psychic liberty depend, to an extent hitherto undreamed, upon 
the perfect freedom of the physical organism. Therefore, that 
which cramps, binds, and warps the body out of its natural 
proportion is fatal to any real spiritual progress, because it 
correspondingly inharmonizes the action of the odylic sphere. 
For this reason alone, India, Chaldea, and Egypt adopted the 
loose flowing robe, and the dress of all priesthoods is loose 
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and ample to give them the very fullest measure of physical 
freedom. 

When we regard the astral structure of man and closely 
examine his organism, we see that he forms a beautiful oval 
or egg-shaped figure, the narrow end being the feet, the broad 
end being the brain. This oval form constitutes the magnetic 
atmosphere, or the odylic sphere of the person, and consists 
of seven concentric rays of force, each of which has a direct 
affinity with the seven creative principles of nature, and there¬ 
fore corresponds in color to the seven prismatic rays of the 
solar spectrum. Each zone or ring exercises a peculiar power 
of its own, and is pure or impure according to its state of 
luminosity. When mediumistic clairvoyants assert that such 
and such a particular color denotes a pure and benevolent 
person or one who is depraved and sinful, they assert that 
which is untrue, for each color has a special quality of its 
own—purity and impurity depending entirely upon the bright¬ 
ness of its tint. For this reason, the animal passions, when 
exercised, dull and becloud the soul sphere, while the exercise 
of the spiritual faculties illuminate. The brain center is rep¬ 
resented by a Sun, the feet by a crescent Moon, and the 
three secondary centers of force by stars. 

From these colors are formed every conceivable shade and 
tint in the infinite variety of combinations found in the in¬ 
finite variety of human beings; each and all depend upon the 
ever-changing positions of the stars, and also upon the cor¬ 
responding magnetic states of our atmosphere at their re¬ 
spective moments of birth. The color and magnetic polarity of 
this odylic sphere are fixed, quick as lightning’s flash, at the 
first moment of our separate material existence. This true 
moment is, generally, when the umbilical cord, is severed 
and the child exists as a separate being, independent of its 
mother. Until that time the body is polarized by the soul 
force of its parent, and the planets can only influence it by 
reflex action from the mother’s organism But when the tie is 
severed, the lungs become inflated with the magnetic atmos¬ 
phere, charged with the stellar influx, and in an instant the 
whole organism thrills with the vibrations of celestial power. 
These vibrations produce, in each of the concentric rings of 
the sphere, the exact tint and shade of color corresponding to 
the harmonious or discordant rays of the heavens; at that time. 

The vibrations, once in action, retain their special polarity 
for the whole tenor of earthly existence. They form the key¬ 
note of the musical instrument which is ever sounding forth 
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the harmony or discord of its material destiny. This key 
note is either high or low according to the particular in¬ 
fluences which may be operating upon it at the time. At one 
time the life forces may be so low that the note will be too 
faint for the most sensitive to detect; at other. times the 
throbbing pulsations of life will be so strong with the phys¬ 
ical vitality that it will swell into the highest octave, and 
launch forth such potent health-giving vibrations as to affect 
other bodies near it, and draw from them responsive vibra¬ 
tions, thus giving life and health to others in harmony with, 
but weaker than, itself. But should the bodies with which it 
comes in contact be naturally antagonistic to it, in tempera¬ 
ment and magnetic polarity, then, instead of responsive 
harmony their contact will produce fierce jarring commo¬ 
tions of discord to the detriment of both, the weaker being 
the greater sufferer. 

The action and interaction of planetary influx upon the 
human being after birth is determined upon the same lines. 
When a planet, by its progressive motion, reaches a point on 
the sphere where it forms an inharmonious angle with the 
angular vibrations set in motion at birth, magnetic discord is 
produced. When this magnetic storm awakens and sets in 
motion the cosmic and other elementals corresponding in 
their nature to the primary cause, external misfortune and 
trouble are the material results, and vice versa should the 
planets form benefic rays. This is the true secret of plane¬ 
tary influence as concerns good and bad luck. It is planetary 
harmony or discord. 

It is utterly impossible for antagonistic natures to benefit 
each other mentally, no matter how good or pure they as 
individuals may be. To attempt to do this is like trying to 
make oil and water harmonize. This is the true secret of the 
Astrologer’s lack of success with certain individuals. 

For example, any person born under and controlled by the 
planet Mars, which corresponds to the element of fire, will 
prove antagonistic by nature to anybody and everybody who 
is governed by the planet Satum. Their personalities will not 
blend and mingle. The most gentle and loving spirit that it is 
possible for the Astrologer to exercise under such circum¬ 
stances will recoil from the odylic sphere of the other like a 
thunderbolt. 

At this stage it is necessary to explain several matters of 
great importance in forming a true conception of astral law. 
One must not suppose that the planets are the sole cause of the 
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fortunes and misfortunes which fall to the lot of mankind 
generally. This is by no means the case, for the primary 
cause has its origin within the soul sphere of the parents. The 
sexual relations hip between man and woman has its laws, 
its harmonies and discords. It is man’s duty to investigate and 
know these laws, especially when we bear in mind the fact 
that theie is neither morality nor sentiment in the cold in¬ 
flexible justice of nature. 

It is equally in accordance with the same immutable laws 
that every species of crime is bora into the world. When 
inflamed passions and cruel thoughts are latent within the 
parents, and remain uncontrolled by the. higher self during 
the conjugal union, we must not be surprised if a child with 
a similar nature is: conceived. When such is the case there is 
no benevolent God to graciously interfere and prevent a 
criminal from being launched! upon society. Only when the 
matters are harmonious can that which we term good become 
manifest upon the earth. 

The stars and planets are the magnetic instruments of the 
nine creative principles. They influence externally, by their 
attractive sympathies and repulsive antipathies, the cosmic 
life forces and physical organisms of precisely the same ob¬ 
jects, which, in the realm of spirits, are controlled by their 
celestial progenitors. By this we mean that the various physi¬ 
cal orbs called planets, stars, etc., act as ;;o many magnetic 
centers. They are magnetic by solar induction. 

The Sun itself is not magnetic but electrically positive. This 
mighty force acts upon the planets in precisely the way an 
electric: current acts upon iron. When a piece of iron is 
charged with electricity it becomes at once a magnet, its 
power depending first upon its mass and secondly upon the 
strength, of intensity of the electric current. Without this 
current the iron ceases to be a magnet. Remove the Sun from 
our sysbem and the planets would immediately lose their 
peculiar physical influence. 

The sum total of those powers which we term ‘‘planetary 
influence” is contained within the potentiality of the Solar 
Ray. But when so united, as primal cosmic force, the action 
of this Solar Ray upon the human organism and its material 
destiny is neither harmonious nor discordant, fortunate nor 
unfortunate. To become potent in special directions, it is 
necessary for this solar force to become refracted and re¬ 
solved into its active attributes. There are nine of them, to 
which each is allotted a single attribute or principle, each

according to its peculiar nature and affinity. While the solar 
orb itself retains but one active energy whose potency is 
embraced within the orange ray of the spectrum, these 
planetary bodie , having become magnetically charged with 
their own special energy, are powerful radiators of the same 
attribute which they have received from their solar parent. 
These energies possess a distinctive motion and potency, each 
peculiar to itself, which when externalized upon man’s in¬ 
ternal nature, produce a marked contrast in his mental and 
physical characteristics 

It is an ancient theory that the shepherds during the silent 
watches of the night, having no other objects to contemplate 
than the view which the heavens above presented, soon 
began to divide the firmament of stars into particular con¬ 
stellations, according to how they adjoined each other. They 
filled the heavens with symbolical objects. 

By this division, the stars were easily distinguished from 
each other; and by the help of the celestial globe on which 
the constellations are delineated, any particular star could 
easily be found in the heavens; and the most outstanding 
stars were placed in such parts of the constellations as are 
most readily distinguished. 

The heavens were thus divided into three parts: 

1— The Zodiac which is a great circle extending around 
the heavens, nearly sixteen degrees broad, so as to take in the 
different orbits of the planets, as well as that of the earth’s 
satellite, the Moon, in the middle of which is the Ecliptic or 
Path of the Sun. 

2— All that region of the heavens which is on the north 
side of the Zodiac, containing twenty-one constellations. 

3— The whole region on the south side, which contains 
fifteen constellations. 

Astrologers, however, confine their observations to only 
twelve, which are denominated by the twelve Signs of the 
Zodiac. These Signs answer to twelve periods of the year. 

Astrologers further divide each Sign into three parts of ten 
degrees each, and for closer observation, each degree or birth- 
i date is delineated as to character and destiny. 

We shall now consider the influence of the Sun’s apparent 
passage through the twelve Signs of the Zodiac, caused by the 
earth’s movements around the Sun. From the Sun’s posi¬ 
tion each day we may judge the contrast between those born 
from December to June, and those born between July and 
the end of November. We should find that the longest livers 
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are born in March, April, and May, so a great majority will be 
found to have their natal day in these months. On the other 
hand, a majority of the short-lived population will be found 
to be born during the months of August,; September, and 
October. This is only true on general principles and does not 
apply to any one individual Horoscope; in fact, the remarks 
in reference to the four Triplicities will also apply here. The 
increase of the Solar Light simply governs the vitalizing 
capacity of the race and not the individual. 

Everything in nature, though constituting a Trinity in it¬ 
self, possesses a fourfold application when viewed from the 
external plane. At least, we find this fourfoldness a truth so 
far as “the things of Earth” are concerned and, therefore, by 
the laws of Correspondences, the same application must hold 
true in regard to the celestial objects in the heavens. The 
Hermetic rule is a very precise rule upon this: “As on earth, 
so in the sky.” 

In the following pages I am going to delineate the twelve 
Signs of the Zodiac, based upon the Sun’s apparent progression 
through the 360° of the Zodiac. These are the most com¬ 
prehensive astrological readings possible when the time, 
day, year, and place of birth are not known. 

They should not be confused with a personal Horoscope, 
which can only be prepared when the time, day, month, year, 
and place of birth are known. 

The wise men of Chaldea inspected the beautiful con¬ 
stellations of heaven, and learned therefrom the mighty 
secrets of the soul’s origin and destiny, as well as the 
material details of their physical lives. The same book of 
nature is open now as then, but only the pure in heart can 
read its pages and trace the mystical chain of life from nature 
through the stars.

ARIES

TT he sig aries in its symbolical aspect represents the 
sacrifice. The flocks and herds bring forth their young during 
the portion of the year that the Sun occupies this Sign. The 
symbol of the Sign is the Ram. 

The Ram also symbolizes Spring, when light and love, 
symbolized by the Sun, are bestowed upon the sons of the 
earth. The Sun once more has gained victory over the realms 
of winter. The Sign Aries represents the head and brains of 
the Gradd Man of the Cosmos. 

The gems of this Sign are the amethyst and diamond. 

The fortunate day is Tuesday. 

Fortunate numbe rs are seven and six. 

The colors are shades of bright red. 

Best locations for success are large cities. 

Aries is the first and highest emanation of the fiery Tri- 
plicity, and is located in the constellation of the Planet Mars. 
It radiates an influence which is sharp, energetic, thought¬ 
less, intrepid, and fierce. It is without either fear or timidity 
—an influence which is free with everything and everybody. 

Addressing an Aries, I would say: You have an active and 
dynamic personality. The expression which you give to your 
mind and emotions determines the actual degree of personal, 
social, and economic progress and success you will experience 
in life. You have natural, charming manners and good mental 
power; you are fond of having others look up to you. You 
have the happy faculty of exercising diplomacy to swing 
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others toward interesting themselves in you or acting upon 
your ideas and suggestions. Courageous to the point of daring, 
you possess an active spirit of adventure and enterprise. By 
nature you are restless and fond of all sorts of activity. You 
will do well to cultivate an understanding of your ad r en- 
turesome nature. Avoid engaging in unwise and risky 
or hazardous ventures. Under ordinary circumstances, you 
display an affectionate, courteous, and generous disposition. 
You are often inclined to be too generous for your own good, 
particularly when your personal feelings and emotions are 
aroused. This disposition may lead you to be quite 1 generous 
to people who may not be deserving while you neglect 
those who should receive more consideration. 

You are quite sensitive emotionally. You haver a quick 
temper and can be easily angered at little things that could be 
straightened out with a few seconds of logical thinking. It 
is one thing to have a quick temper and another to let it 
rule you.

The only drawback 
to such quick perception is that you are apt, at times, to be¬ 
come overconfident and neglect important details. Quick per¬ 
ception is essential to your particular type of personality. 
Your thought and action show good coordination between 
mind and body and are essential to your progress. Your 
restless and aspiring mentality shows an active imagination. 
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For you to accomplish anything, you must learn to use your 
imagination. You are capable of thinking up original ideas, 
and have the ability to carry them to practical conclusions. 
You have the ability to make some of your daydreams a 
reality. You are naturally very studious of things that interest 
you. Your particular type of personality is dependent upon a 
good memory, since your venturesome nature inclines you 
to face many and varying situations in life. 

You are capable of acquiring and retaining a great amount 
of knowledge without applying much effort. This capacity is 
an asset and it will aid you to increase the power and in¬ 
fluence of your personality. It helps to make you an interest¬ 
ing and witty conversationalist and will prove valuable in 
whatever line of work or business you choose to follow.

You must carefully investigate your impulsive ideas before 
acting on them. Do your best to determine the logical out¬ 
come of an impulsive idea before you act.

You have within yourself the Voice of Intuition. 

It will give you foresight and help you master many difficult 
problems and obstacles in the course of life. Intuition can 
provide you with the happy faculty of divining the causes of 
your failures and help you eliminate them, thus enabling you 
to live a progressively more successful life. 

You also have the Power of Inspiration within you. 

There are times when you are inspired to do certain things. 
Your difficulty will be discriminating between ordinary im¬ 
pulses and an inspired idea. 

Very few persons really understand the true intensity of 
the mental activity of those bom under Aries. There are 
times when you may be called rash and impetuous. These 
charges, if you are honest with yourself, must be, at times, 
admitted as true.

Arien and Taurus . 

This combination should make an excellent match. The 
Taurean nature is ruled by Venus, the Goddess of Love, the 
one thing an Arien always seeks in a mate.

COMPATIBLE AND INCOMPATIBLE SIGNS 

OF TAURUS 

The Sign of Taurus has a strongly physical sex nature. The 
Taurus man is often inclined to lust; this may frequently 
drive him to excesses. The tendencies toward self-indulgence 
are comparable to the equally strong inclinations to overeat 
The Taurus possesses strong animal instincts. He is not one 
to search for the ideal. At heart, Taurus is faithful, good- 
natured, easily satisfied, and patient. As a husband, he is the 
“stick-in-the-mud” type who is happy and contented if his 
slippers are properly warmed and his dimier is plentiful and

The obstinacy of the Taurean has been stressed in the 
former sections for this Sign, but it is well to mention here 
that neither the man nor woman with Taurus rising can be 
driven, though he or she can be very easily led by affection.

COMPATIBLE AND INCOMPATIBLE SIGNS 

OF GEMINI 

The Gemini outlook is purely a mental one; sex interests 
are quite secondary so far as these natives are concerned. 
Gemini is essentially a cold-blooded Sign and lacks great 
sensuous passion. This native is a kind of living question 
mark. He is forever analyzing his own and other people’s 
actions and reactions. Mental dissection is a particularly 
Geminian habit. Gemini wants to analyze everything, and 
is entirely unmindful of the effect this may have upon others. 

It is, therefore, obvious that the normal attitude of Gemini 
to sex matters is not only experimental, but rather cool, 
calculating, and selfish. These natives are born under what 
is known as a fickle and changeable Sign. Actually the 
fickleness arises not from wandering sex desires, but from 
a hope of attaining theoretical ideals. Unfortunately this aim 
—for those of Gemini—is impossible to achieve, for their 
ideal varies according to the mood of the moment, and can 
swing from one extreme to the other. 

Gemini is a difficult Sign for most people to understand, 
as it is both more illogical in nature and more ideological in 
tendency than some of the others. Gemini's analytic nature 
produces a suspicious effort to try and read between the lines. 
The Geminians imagine that other people mean much more 
than they say. The native’s mental gymnastics brings about 
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rapid changes of thought and desire. Slowness in others is a 
constant source of annoyance to Gemini. The wife or hus¬ 
band of a Gemini must never be mentally dull or obtuse if 
happiness is to be maintained. Owing to a sensitive nervous 
system and highly moral outlook, a Gemini person with a 
badly afflicted Horoscope can readily develop physical 
frigidity because of emotional instability. 

The duality of the Sign i often evident in romantic mat¬ 
ters. Gemini natives may often carry on two love affairs 
simultaneously. The great desire of Gemini's heart is to re¬ 
main as free as the air. which this Sign represents. Those 
bom under Gemini should be 7 ery careful in their choice of 
a lover or mate, instinctively avoiding the too-possessive or 
jealous type.

A very 
real difficulty with them lies in the fact that their romantic 
notions are usually based upon high moral ideas. They should 
try to realize that love is not always logical. 

As already indicated, if you w 7 ere born under this Sign, 
you have definite ideas as to the type of person you are 
seeking for a partner. The following will serve to confirm 
you in your choice. 

Gemini and Aries. 

These partners would find it hard to meet on common 
ground, due to the emphadc differences in their approach 
to sexual matters. Above all, Gemini respects the refined, in¬ 
tellectual approach to connubial bli .

The fixed, 
slow, plodding, faithful Taurus would find it hard to adapt to 
the restless Gemini. 

Gemini and Gemini. 

This should prove a compatibl e combination; at least both 
would understand each other’s changeable natures. The sex 
demands and needs would be mutual. The one exception 
would be if one or the other has Scorpio rising at the time 
of birth. The demands of Scorpio would prove too much 
for the purely Mercurial Gemini nature, since Gemini’s ap¬ 
proach to sex is spiritual while that of Scorpio is more physi¬ 
cal. A Gemini maiden would prove too puritanical for the 
Gemini-Scorpio rising male. This combination makes for ex¬ 
cellent partnerships where the principals are engaged in 
corresponding vocations, such as singer-composer, author- 
publisher, etc. 

Gemini and Cancer . 

The home-loving Cancer may find the club-loving Gemini too 
elusive for a good mate. While Gemini is constantly on the 
alert for change.

This 
combination does hold better possibilities for compatibility 
where the female is a Gemini and the male is a Cancer, 
especially if there are several children to occupy the Gemini 
mother’s time.

JUNE 22-JULY 22 


The sign of cancer symbolizes tenacity. The Crab is its 
symbol. The Crab, in order to move forward, is compelled 
to walk backward. This illustrates the Sun’s apparent mo¬ 
tion when in this Sign it commences to move back¬ 
ward toward the equator again. Cancer also represents the 
fruitful, sustaining essence of the life forces, hence we see 
the ymbol of the Crab occupying a prominent position upon 
the breast of the Statue of Isis, the universal mother and 
sustainer of all. The Sign Cancer signifies the vital organs of 
the Grand Man of the Starry Heavens, and therefore represents 
the breathing and digestive functions of the human family. It 
also indicates the magnetic control of this constellation over 
the spiritual, ethereal, and vital essences. 

Cancer governs the powers of inspiration and respiration 
of the Grand Man. The Sign Cancer upon the planisphere 
astrologically intimates the home of the Crab, the shore. It 
also expresses the varied powers of cohesion, and the paradox¬ 
ical truths found in all contradictories. Cancer is the highest 
emanation of the watery Trigon, and is the constellation 
of the Moon. 

Cancer signifies the equilibrium of spiritual and material 
life forces.

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THE CANCER HUSBAND 

The Cancer husband is not an easy person to live with, de¬ 
spite the Sign s reputation for easygoing good nature. The 
type is divided into at least two groups, one of which is dom¬ 
inant. The husband of this group loves his home, but he is 
exacting, fussy, and inclined to be critical and fault-finding. 

The negative Cancer man as a husband is so passive, lazy, 
and self-indulgent, he often goes so far as to marry for money 
and position.

This should be a compatible combination, but regrettably, it 
is not always so. Leo natives are positive people, w'ho love to 
hold the center of the stage. They want to be the bead of 
their social groups. When the two marriage partners are con- 
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stantly contending for leadership, unhappy results can read¬ 
ily be imagined. The only hope for a successful partnership 
here, is^ if the. female is content to rule the home and the male 
to shine in the business and social world. 

Leo and Virgo. 

There is a good chance here for a happy union. Magnani¬ 
mous Leo will overlook Virgo’s tendency to be critical, while 
Virgo will take pride in Leo’s accomplishments, good humor, 
and lovable nature. Leo will respect Virgo’s clever and alert 
mentality. If Virgo will permit Leo to hog the limelight and 
refrain from being too critical of Leo’s star-predicted desire 
to hold the central place in the family circle, there should be 
no real barriers to a happy and successful partnership.

Leo and Libra.

I he sign vikgo symbolizes chastity, and forms the central 
idea of a great number of myths. When the Sun passes 
through this Sign the harvest is ready for the reaper, hence 
Virgo is symbolized as the gleaning maid with two ears of 
corn in her hand. 

The Sign Virgo signifies the solar plexus of the Grand 
Archetypal Man, and, therefore, represents the assimilating 
and distributing functions of the human organism. Conse¬ 
quently, we find that those born under this influence possess 
fine discriminating powers as to the choice of food best 
adapted to their particular organic requirements.

The mystical gem of Virgo is the sardonyx, a stone possess¬ 
ing very important virtues. 

The fortunate day is Wednesday. 

Fortunate numbers are eight and four. 

The fortunate color for this Sign is grey. 

Best locations for success are in small cities. 

The Sign Virgo signifies the realization of hopes. Those 
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dominated by this influx are calm, confident, and con¬ 
tented; they are reflective, studious, and extremely fond of 
reading. Consequently they become the mental repositories of 
much wisdom and learning. These desirable qualities, com¬ 
bined with the penetration of Mercury, which this Sign con¬ 
tains, all conduce to make the native of Virgo pre-eminently 
fitted for the close application of scientific study. They pos¬ 
sess large, well-balanced minds, and superior intellectual abil¬ 
ities, and make clever statesmen when thrown into the vor¬ 
tex of political life.

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COMPATIBLE AND INCOMPATIBLE SIGNS 

OF VIRGO 

Tbe outstanding Virgo characteristic is self-sufficiency. The 
old maid of caricature, with her cat or parrot, her fussiness 
and faddiness, her curiosity, and her love of malicious gossip, 
is a typical product of Virgo. 

The Sign is a discriminatory and critical one. and is not 
easily satisfied. Virgos are fastidious, dislike being criticized, 
and have a deep-rooted fear of infections and ailments. 
These factors all play an important part in the sex out¬ 
look of its natives. 

In marriage, Virgo is dutiful, and may desire to be more 
affectionate than appears on the surface, for the extreme 
shyness of the Sign prevents outward exhibition of affection.

Virgo and Aries. 

This combination is certainly not the “happily-ever-after” 
affair.

Virgo and Gemini. 

Though both these Signs have the same ruler—Mercury— 
tills combination may prove too much for both over the 
long run.

Virgo would soon be 
out of breath trying to keep tip w'ith Gemini’s constant de¬ 
sire for change. There are some points of compatibility be¬ 
tween these two—the love of good clothes, a predisposition 
to neatness, and mutual desire for friends and associates who 
are in artistic and intellectual pursuits.

Virgo and Virgo. 

It would be difficult indeed for these two to find anything 
resembling compatibility. The traits of each here would make 
for a battle of wits with the opponents evenly matched. Each 
would exaggerate the faults of the other. At best it would 
be a commonplace marriage, with the possibility of husband 
and wife talking each other to distraction.

This is another combination that would have trouble in find¬ 
ing mutual grounds for marital bliss.

Virgo and Scorpio. 

This combination usually belongs to the mutual admiration 
society. The exploring Virgo mind is fascinated with the 
mysterious and intriguing Scorpio. If there is any Sign that 
can curb Virgo’s tendency to sulk, it is Scorpio. Virgo re¬ 
spects Scorpio’s ability to analyze all situations and thereby 
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sidesteps controversial issues before they become a basr for 
disagreement. If Virgo will avoid hurting Scorpio’s pride, this 
combination will be happy and enduring. 

Virgo and Saginarius. 

The Sagittarian love of freedom and change may prove too 
much for the meticulous Virgo disposition. The Sagittarian 
male is easily attracted to the Virgo female. Her spic-and- 
span appearance intrigues him, but once he is married, he 
may soon find that he got more than he bargained for. He 
may find that the things he liked most before marriage 
may put him into a strait jacket after marriage. One thing 
Sagittarius cannot take is bickering—and Virgo thrives on it. 

Virgo and Capricorn. 

There are points of similarity and compatibility in these two 
Signs. They are boLh very exacting. This eliminates many 
areas of disagreement.

They can cry on each other's 
shoulder when outside influences prove too much to cope 
with. This Mercury-Sat urn combination should find mutual 
ground for an agreeable partnership. 

Virgo and Aquarius. 

Aquarius may hold too many surprises for the conservative 
Virgo nervous system to cope with. This is an elaborate 
combination to analyze. Much depends on the cultural and 
educational levels of the partners. If there is a marked dif¬ 
ference between the two, the chances for a happy and en¬ 
during marriage are almost nil.

This constellation symbolizes Justice. Most of our read¬ 
ers, doubtless, have seen the Goddess of justice represented 
by a blindfolded female bolding in her hand a pair of 
scales. This conception is purely astrological. The Sign Libra 
signifies the reins and loins of the Grand Celestial Man and 
therefore represents the central conservatory or store house 
of the reproductive fluids. It is also the magnetic vortex of 
procreative strength. This constellation represents, in its most 
interior a pect, the equinoctial point of the arc in the ascend¬ 
ing and descending cycle of the life atom. This Sign con¬ 
tains the unification of the cosmic forces as the grand cen¬ 
tral point of equilibrium of the sphere. 

Libra signifies external perception balanced by intuition. 
The union of these produces reason and foresight. Those 
dominated by this influence constitute the rationalist school 
of the world's thinkers. 

Libra upon the esoteric planisphere is occupied by Dan, 
the patriarch, in his blessing—thus referring to his celestial 
nature: “Dan shall judge his people as one of the tribes of 
Israel.” Libra represents the interior equilibrium of nature’s 
forces, and contains the mystery of the divine “at-one-ment” 
of the ancient initiations. 

Upon the universal chart, this Sign becomes Enoch, the 
perfect man. Libra is the second emanation of the airy 
Triplicity, and is the constellation of Venus. 

Its mystical gem is the chrysolite. As a magnetic talisman, 
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this stone acts as a repulsive force, and combines with the 
magnetic sphere of those born under its influence to repel the 
emanations from foreign bodies. 

The fortunate day is Friday. 

The fortunate numbers are six and nine. 

The fortunate color for this Sign is pastel blue. 

Best locations for success are places of social activity. 

Theoretically, Librans are strong supporters of such concep¬ 
tions as universal brotherhood, universal equality, and the 
rights of man, but actually they seldom (unless it pays) put 
their pet theories to actual practice. The natives of Libra, 
though possessing a finely balanced mental and magnetic 
organism, are seldom elevated into very prominent positions. 
This is because they are too even, both meutally and physi¬ 
cally, to become the popular leaders of any radical or sensa¬ 
tional party. 

It is one of the attributes of Libra to infuse a tendency 
within all born under her influence to accept and adopt the 
golden mean, or as it has been termed, “the happy medium.” 
Hence, they generally command respect from both sides on 
questions of debate, and their intuitions are light and golden. 

The true Libra personality is charming, attractive, pleasing, 
and graceful. Libra usually indicates beauty, and many of the 
world’s most handsome men and lovely women are born under 
this Sign. Ordinarily Librans show considerable poise. They 
usually possess a personality that is responsible for the 
creation of its own destiny throughout life. This orientation 
gives one a good start in life, but the actual carving of destiny 
depends upon the strength of the mind behind the personality. 

In disposition, the native is kind, sympathetic, generous, 
and loyal, under ordinary circumstances. They have a touchy 
emotional nature. Their temperamental responses vary with 
the particular mood at the time Librans are aroused. Some¬ 
times they are quick to anger, and at other times they are 
very patient and will stand for much nonsense. They dislike 
pettiness and injustice, yet there will be times in their lives 
when it will be advisable for them to take stock of them¬ 
selves and see if they, themselves, are not guilty of injustice. 
Though they may not show it, they are selfish and self-willed, 
with independent natures. They resent any intrusion upon 
their independence of thought or action. In their business 
and social life they manifest the same sort of personality, 
often impetuous and impulsive. 

Though Librans possess good sense, there are two things 
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they must guard against. They should not get into the habit 
of considering things from the viewpoint of their personal 
feeiings and prejudices, and they should avoid jumping to 
conclusions because of analogies or comparisons. 

Such reasoning, based on either emotions of the moment, 
prejudices, or erroneous comparisons is no safer than a leap 
in the dark. 

The perception of these natives is aided by their intense 
desire to learn. In their eagerness to learn, however, they must 
guard against glossing over—or missing—some of the minor, 
but important, details of a subject or proposition. They are 
inclined to be intelligent in any matter other than their own 
feelings. They should be aware of this fact and do their best 
to view their emotions with more caution. It i hard to regar 
your own feelings impersonally, but with desire and the will 
to do so, a few iucky, determined Librans can accomplish it. 

Imagination plays an important part in the life of Librans. 
They are natural daydreamers. They take keen delight in 
going over pet ideas in their minds. Romantic ideals become 
quite vivid in their imaginations. Excessive indulgence in such 
habits is apt to create the conditions for sad disillusionment 
in love, romance, and marriage. Bear in mind that good ideals 
are lovely things so long as they are possessable in reality as 
well. Imagination should be used to visualize the steps neces¬ 
sary for progress. 

Libra gives it natives good powers of expression. Though 
they are somewhat self-willed and just thinker . there are 
time when they lack continuity of purpo e—they do not 
always stick with an idea or proposition to its logical con¬ 
clusion. There are times when they appear to be evasive, even 
blind, and times when they show good ability to concentrate. 
Emotionally, they are impulsive. Think over and analyze im¬ 
pulses, just as any other idea or proposition. If Librans will do 
this, they may not always act in haste and repent in leisure. 
They may be content to dream about ideas and never carry 
them out. A minor setback could lead them to abandon an 
entire project. 

Libras also have the faculty of intuition, which enables 
them to understand human nature. There are times when they 
can see through and understand the moti es of other . They 
often take an intuitive dislike to certain people they meet, but 
they do not know why. Time usually proves their ‘'hunch” 
was right. However, when it comes to their per onal feeiings 
and emotions they are apt to ignore their intuition and act 
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contrary to it. They must learn to understand this voice for 
it will materially aid their progress. 

Libra birth brings a good physical constitution; but it is 
imperative that Librans exercise reasonable care in diet. They 
should avoid excesses. Their Sign rules the kidneys, back, 
and loins. They should also guard against all periodical 
spells of moodiness and depression by seeking gaiety and 
diversion. They must avoid overdoing and attendant fatigue, 
nervousness, and irritability. 

Native Librans enjoy travel, sports, recreation, dancing, 
and the theater. Their artistic tastes must be satisfied and 
the fancies of their imagination catered to. They enjoy motion, 
rhythm, and the beautiful things in life and nature. 

Indications show that the Libra-born are affectionate, ten¬ 
der, sympathetic, and warm in love. Their moods, however, 
rvary according to their mental activity. They may appear 
poised and calm while hiding the intense warmth of an 
affectionate nature, but when conditions are ideal, they are 
expressive and demonstrative. Their feelings are easily hurt 
in love affairs, but they will endure much, and willingly sacri¬ 
fice much, for those they love. They are often misunderstood 
| by their lovers and may even be accused of being flirtatious, 

! because they take an interest in many people. This frivolity 
is based on intellectual rather than physical interest. They 
enjoy meeting and talking with anybody whenever they get a 
chance, fn all love and romantic ventures, it is advisable that 
they do not permit some of their ideals to prevent good, 
practical judgment. Librans must remember that, regardless 
of whom they love, they should accept the whole person, and 
not make a conquest just for certain characteristics that 

they are apt to experience disillusionment in love affairs. 

There should be reasonable, harmonious balance between 
natives of Libra and the objects of their affections from 
mental, emotional, physical, and idealistic viewpoints.

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Sign by virtue of its relation to the Seventh House of the 
Zodiac, the fact that Libra is rising or strongly occupied in a 
Horoscope by no means implies that marriage will take place. 
Libra has an intense desire for sympathy, love, and under¬ 
standing, and is hard to satisfy. Libra has a real interest in 
recreation, and this characteristic is shared by both the men 
and women of the Sign. The women are romantic and tend 
to be “in love with love 7 ’ rather than any particular person. 
They crave admiration and flattery even when they know it 
is merely flattery. There is no Sign quite as capable of be¬ 
lieving what it knows to be untrue as Libra. 

It is incorrect to say that Libra is an affectionate sign. Ac¬ 
tually Libra has an affectionate manner, tempered with 
selfishness.

There is no doubt about the personal charm of Libra, 
which is never entirely lacking even in its negative repre¬ 
sentatives.

Libra and Leo. 

These two have qualities that blend well. The Sun (Leo) and 
Venus (Libra) form an impressive aspect together.

Upon the intellectual plane, the Sign Scorpio signifies the 
generation of ideas; hence, those dominated by this influx 
possess an inexhaustible resource of ideas and suggestions.

COMPATIBLE AND INCOMPATIBLE SIGNS

The Sign Scorpio is by far the strongest and most extreme of 
all. The natives of no other Sign can rise to such great heights 
or sink to such abysmal depths as those of Scorpio. It is a 
strongly sexed Sign, and the Scorpio native can stand long 
continued excesses which would quickly break down the 
constitution of most other Signs.

COMPATIBLE AND INCOMPATIBLE SIGNS

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and social-whirling, but Libra may have a tendency to at¬ 
tempt the old apron-string technique on Sagittarius, which, of 
course, will not work. The Sagittarian hates confinement of 
any kind.

Sagittarius and Scorpio . 

Scorpio, with the strong will to dominate, will not find Sagit¬ 
tarius a willing subject. The fierce Scorpio possessiveness will 
simply make Sagittarius look for the nearest exit, and the mu¬ 
tual distrust between these two will not make for sweetness 
and love in a marriage. They are very compatible so far as 
physical love goes, but there is little else that could be con¬ 
sidered in a union here. Only a good psychologist will be 
able to hold this marriage together.

CAPRICORN 

DECEMBER 22-JANUARY 19 


Th,S Sign, in its symbolical aspect, represents sin. The 
universal offering of a kid or young goat as an atoning 
sacrifice for sin is significant. 

The different qualities of the sheep and the goat, from a 
symbolical standpoint, are used by St. John in his mystical 
Apocalypse. 

The Redeemer of mankind, or Sun God, is always born at 
midnight directly when Sol enters this Sign, which is the 
winter solstice. 

‘'The young child” is born in the stable and laid in the 
manger of the goat, in order that he may conquer the re¬ 
maining signs of winter and death, and thus save mankind 
from destruction. 

The Sign Capricorn signifies the koees of the Macrocosm 
and represents the first principle in the Trinity of locomo¬ 
tion. It represents the pliable and movable parts of the body, 
the joints. It is the emblem of material servitude. 

Capricorn, upon the esoteric planisphere, is occupied by 
Naphtali, who Jacob says, “is a hind let loose, he giveth 
goodly words." Here we have two distinct references; the 
first, to the symbol of a hind, or young deer, i.e., a goat with 
horns (goat and deer are equally significant of the earthy, 
mountainous nature, and are fond of high hills); the second 
is the Christmas proclamation, he giveth goodly words, 
“Peace on earth, good will toward men,” 
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This Sign represents regeneration, and reveals the neces¬ 
sity of “new dispensations.” 

Capricorn is the lowest emanation of the earthy Trigon, 
and is the constellation of the planet Saturn. 

The mystical gem of this constellation is the onyx. 

The fortunate day is Saturday. 

The fortunate numbers are seven and three. 

The fortunate color for this Sign is dark green. 

Best locations for success are secluded places away from 
noise and excitement 

Upon the intellectual plane, Capricorn signifies external 
form and those dominated by its influx are among the low¬ 
est on a scale of true spirituality. The brain of this influence 
is ever on the alert to seize and take advantage of circum¬ 
stances, The Sign rarely denotes a purely scheming men¬ 
tality, but the intellectual nature is directed to the attain¬ 
ment of selfish ends, and the penetrating power of the mind 
is great. 

The Datives are quick as lightning to see others’ weak 
points, that they may work to their own advantage. They 
are indisposed to do any hard work unless they see some 
great benefit therefrom in the immediate future. 

The average Capricorn personality is pleasing to meet. 
Capricornians present a neat and attractive appearance. They 
possess charming manners. They are not easily excited, and 
show up well in emergencies. The indications ascribed to 
those of this Sign are thoughtfulness, diplomacy, caution, 
and reserve. Their personalities become dynamic when they 
are able to overcome a certain timidity. Once sure of them¬ 
selves, they become expressive, aggressive, and show an at¬ 
tractive personality. Their timidity is not due to an in¬ 
feriority complex; it is the result of the serious nature of 
these natives.

COMPATIBLE AND INCOMPATIBLE SIGNS

Capricorn is not considered a very sexual Sign, but there is 
no doubt that it can exhibit a considerable degree of lust¬ 
fulness. It is a narrow Sign, lending itself easily to excesses. 
Generally, personal ambition influences matrimonial affairs 
to a great extent, and the Capricorn native usually seeks some 
material advantage through marriage.

The men have a strong, protective instinct, while the 
women, though perfectly capable of looking after themselves 
and their affairs, affect an appealing air to seek protection.

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Aquarius is the lowest of the airy Trigon, and the constella¬ 
tion of Uranus. 

Upon th eintellectual plane, Aquarius represents the truth 
of material phenomena. Those dominated by its influx consti¬ 
tute the school of inductive philosophy—the grand basis of 
all science. They represent the intellectual and scientific spirit 
of their age and generation, and cannot advance far beyond 
those classes of facts which are demonstrable to the senses. 

The Aquarius personality is hard to define precisely, be¬ 
cause it is changeable. This makes a personality at one time 
active, expressive, interesting, and attractive, and at other 
times rrrouoy, indifferent, and indolent. The latter are reac¬ 
tions to the intense activity of an unusually serious mind.

THE PLANET PLUTO: 
RULER OF THE UNKNOWN 

Strange as it may seem, it is nevertheless a fact, Pluto was 
the missing planet. It has been allegorically expressed by 
Jesus as the Prodigal Son; by Moses as Abel; and by the 
prophets of the Scandinavian Edda as “Ragnarok.” In our 
esoteric system there are ten celestial bodies somewhere: The 
Sun and nine planets. Until 1933 we had only nine in all. 
Where, then, was the lost one? The exalted adept alone can 
solve this problem. Suffice it to say, it symbolizes the missing 
soul within the human constitution. Pushed out of the line 
of march by disturbing forces, Pluto became, for a time, the 
prey of disruptive actions and ultimately lost form, and is 
now a jnass of fragments. The ring of planetoids between the 
orbits ot Mars and Jupiter indicates to us the empty throne 
of Abel, whom Cain (Mars) slew in his anger. The time ul¬ 
timately came when this orb was reconstituted. Until that 
time the missing soul sought its physical mate in vain— 
except in rare cases. 

The old, and now much abused, Chaldean sages were thor¬ 
oughly acquainted with the planetary influences, and in order 
to teach these principles to their youth they elaborated beau¬ 
tiful imagery in the form of fables and allegories. They gave 
the nature and power of each group of organs in the human 
brain to the character of that planet which they believed 
controlled its activities, and then worked out the theory into 
a series of mythical histories of gods and divine personages 
who incarnated themselves for the benefit of man. 

Thus Mars took the character of Vulcan, the God of War; 
Venus and her son, Cupid, were assigned the character of 
Love and the sympathetic tendencies of the human heart; 
while the benevolent Jupiter assumed the position of Father, 
the kindly, generous parent, good alike to all his offspring. 
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To continue, the Sun becomes the great archangel Michael, 
who defeats Satan and tramples upon the head of the Serpent 
of Matter; the Moon becomes transformed into the angel 
Gabriel; Mercury becomes the angelic Raphael the genius of 
wisdom and art; and Saturn becomes the angel Cassiel, the 
genius of reflection in the astral light. 

Neptune and Pluto, of course, were not known to 
the Chaldeans. 



THE TWELVE HOUSES 


The magnetic polarity of any given geographical point of 
our earth's surface is changing every moment This con¬ 
tinual changing in the earth is accompanied by a correspond¬ 
ing change in the electric and more ethereal vital currents 
of the atmosphere. Both these varying conditions are caused, 
primarily, by the diurnal motion of the earth upon its 
axis fr<?m west to east, which causes the whole heavens to 
transit the visible horizon from east to west during the space 
of one natural day—24 hours The secondary causes are the 
various motions and aspects of the Sun, Moon and planets as 
they relate to the positions of the earth in her annual orbit 
about the Sun. The primary basis, the diurnal motion of the 
planet, claims our attention first. We witt, itreTrrfrrre, briefly 
examine its nature and philosophy. 

The real motions of the earth are the only motions that 
have any real influence upon the physical organism of its 
inhabitants. These motions determine the length of the day, 
measure out to us the proportion of light and darkness, regu¬ 
late the seasons, and fix with the band of fate, the exact 
duration of the year. All these have a manifest influence upon 
the organism of man. 

As our mother earth revolves upon her axis, the whole of 
the heavens seem to rise, culminate and set upon every 
portion of her surface. Though this rising and setting is only 
an appearance so far as the heavens are concerned, it is 
absolutely real to the earth’s habitants, because the influences, 
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as they transit the earth from east to west, are exactly the 
same as if the earth was the stationary center of our solar 
system, and the heavens were revolving around it. 

The varying conditions of the astral and magnetic forces 
are caused by the various angles at which, in their apparent 
motions, the stellar influx is reflected to any given point of 
the earth. For instance, the conditions at sunrise are quite 
different from the conditions prevailing at noon when the 
Sun is hining upon the meridian. At sunset we see another 
wonderful difference manifested, possessing nothing in com¬ 
mon with either noon or sunrise. Then, again, we have the 
midnight state of the earth and the atmosphere in which the 
conditions are the polar opposite of those in force at noon 
These cardinal points of the day indicate the greatest changes, 
but, as a matter of course, these changes from one to the 
other are gradual. To measure this gradual angular change 
the ancient Astrologers divided that space of the heavens 
visible at any moment into six Houses or mansions, as they 
termed them, and the opposite or invisible arc into the same 
number, making twelve in all, designated as the diurnal and 
nocturnal Houses of the heavens. Modem Astrologers follow 
the same principles, because their influence can be verified 
in every correctly calculated Horoscope, when the time, day, 
month, year and place of birth occupied by the nati e are 
taken into consideration. 

These twelve Houses contain, like the Signs of the Zodiac, 
30° of space each but unlike them their distance is meas¬ 
ured by degrees of right ascension, or time, instead of 
celestial longitude. This is the only real relation existing be¬ 
tween the twelve Houses and the twelve Signs. Each House 
comprises a department of life, or mode of expression, or 
type of interest distinct from the other houses. 

THE FIRST HOUSE . . . Relates to your personality, natural 
disposition, self-interest and outlook on the world generally. 
Physical appearance, and constitution and how you will ex¬ 
press yourself. The first House also represents matters in 
health that concern the head and face. 

THE SECOND HOUSE . . . Your financial prospects, your 
skill and conditions that have to do with earning power. 
Benefits of income from personal possessions, profit or loss. 
The nose, throat, ears and neck are the parts of the body re¬ 
lated to the second House. 
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THE THIRD HOUSE . . . The logic and memory power 
you have, relatives and kindred, short journeys, vehicles of 
travel, writings, studies, mental inclinations and ability in 
advertising, publicity and manual skill. The lungs, arms, 
hands and shoulders are controlled by the third House. 

THE FOURTH HOUSE . . . Conditions at home, environ¬ 
ment, real estate, property owned, savings, the father and 
automobiles. Opposition in your business or career, condi¬ 
tions later in life, agricultural matters and mines. This House 
represents your digestive system and the breast. 

THE FIFTH HOUSE . . . Love affairs, amusements, per¬ 
sonal pleasures, and children are influenced by this House. 
Also speculations, personal attainments, affairs of showman¬ 
ship, the theatre and the arts. The outlook for the year also 
depends upon planetary influences in the fifth House. The 
parts of the body controlled by this House are the heart and 
back. 

THE SIXTH HOUSE . . . Your health, sickness arising from 
worry, servants, fellow workers, service to others, employer 
relations, food and clothing. Occupation, hygiene, the Army 
and Navy. Also small animals. The digestive organs and 
abdomen are represented by this House. 

THE SEVENTH HOUSE . . . Your ability to see both sides 
of a question, the general public, the husband, the wife, con¬ 
tracts, legal partnerships, law suits, open opposition, unions, 
marriage and divorce are in this House. The kidneys and 
veins are controlled by the seventh House. 

THE EIGHTH HOUSE . . . Legacies and all matters con¬ 
cerned with the dead, taxes and debts. Money and goods of 
others. Financial affairs of your marriage partner are placed 
in this House. Also spiritual regeneration and occult studies. 
This House rules the muscular system, sex organs and 
bladder. 

THE NINTH HOUSE . . . This House relates to philosophi¬ 
cal and higher education. Universities and the professions, 
particularly legal, scientific and literary. Long journeys by 
water or air and interests at a distance. This House controls 
the nervous system, liver, hips and thighs. 
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THE TENTH HOUSE . . . This House represents matters 
of government, politics and power, credit, the mother. Also 
occupational advancement' profession, career. Affects honor 
and! reputation; relations with parents and superiors. Rules 
the knees. 

THE ELEVENTH HOUSE . . . Relates to income from 
occupation. Fratemitie . Influences wishes, desires, friends as 
well as fears and apprehensions. Controls the legs and ankles. 

THE TWELFTH HOUSE ... The House of secrets, troubles, 
restrictions, sorrows, self-defeat. Secret enemies. Confidential 
arrangements, relations with confining institutions such as 
asylums, hospitals, prisons. Also has to do with large animals. 
Rules the feet and toes.

The poet Manilius. celebrated in the days of Caesar Augus¬ 
tus, set forth the Astrology of the Romans in the following 
beautiful description of the twelve Signs and the constella¬ 
tions: 

“Now constellations, Muse! and signs rehearse; 

In order let them sparkle in thy verse; 

First Aries, glorious in his golden wool, 

Looks back, and wonders at the mighty Bull, 

Whose hind parts first appear, he bending lies. 

With threatening head, and calls the Twins to rise; 

They clasp for fear, and mutually embrace. 

And next the Twins with an unsteady pace, 

Bright Cancer rolls; then Leo shakes his mane 
And following Virgo calms his rage again. 

Then day and night are weighed in Libra’s scales, 

Equal awhile, at last the night prevails; 

And longer grown the heavier scale inclined, 

And draws bright Scorpio from the winter signs, 

Him Centaur follows with an aiming eye, 

His bow full drawn and ready to let fly- 
Next narrow horns, the twisted Capricorn shows, 

And from Aquarius’ urn a flood o’er flows. 

Near their lov’d waves cold Pisces takes their seat,
